Humorist  to  Give 
Assembly,  Friday 

Henry  Scott,  concert  humorist, 
will  present  an  assembly  for  the 
College  at  10  a.m.  on  Kriday. 

The  program  will  include  numbers 
on  the  piano  by  Mr.  Scott,  a  well- 
known  theatrical  figure  who  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  campus  several  years 
ago  and  was  well  received  by  the 
students. 

Once  in  every  generation  a  con¬ 
cert  star  of  such  magnitude  arises, 
that  his  influence  is  felt  throughout 
the  entire  world  of  music.  Such  a 
star  is  Henry  L.  Scott,  the  originator 
and  pioneer  of  concert  humor  in 
America. 

In  the  post  two  or  three  seasons 
educators  and  critics  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada  have 
heaped  upon  him  almost  Incredible 
superlatives.  Tills  praise  has  come 
as  a  result  of  many  years  of  re¬ 
search  and  study."  Henry  L.  Scott 
has  explored,  pioneered  and  reveal¬ 
ed  a  whole  new  dimension  to  music 
and  become  its  greatest  interpreter. 
It  is  no  wonder  he  has  received  na¬ 
tionwide  acclaim  from  press,  radio 
and  national  magazines  such  as  Life, 
Time,  Parade  and  Collier’s. 

While  concert  artists  have  vied 
with  each  other  to  portray  only  the 
solemn  approach  to  music,  they 
overlooked,  or  perhaps,  never  sus¬ 
pected  Aie  hidden  potential  for 
laughter,  gaiety  and  heartwarming 
uplift  that  lay  hidden  in  music  un¬ 
til  Henry  L.  Scott  introduced  con¬ 
cert  humor  to  America. 

Soott’s  formal  concert  training 
was  received  at  Syracuse  University 
and  tho  Marines  School  of  Music, 
but  his  research,  study  and  work 
continue  as  lie  constantly  strives  for 
the  ultimate  in  ooncert  humor.

Prom  there,  he  went  to 
Iwanovo  Camp  300  miles  northeast 
of  Moscow.  In  1947,  he  was  a  prison¬ 
er  in  several  camps  In  Latvia.  He 
was  released  from  Bashkiria  prison 
camp  in  the  Ural  Mountains  in  1948.

Three  Fellowships 
To  Be  Given  Soon 

Fellowships  for  study  in  Den¬ 
mark  and  Sweden  have  been  offered 
to  American  graduate  students  for 
the  1955-56  academic  year  by  the 
two  Scandinavian  governments. 

Three  fellowships  have  been  of¬ 
fered  by  the  Danish  Government 
through  the  Ministry  of  Education. 
These  include  funds  for  a  year  of 
study  in  an  institution  of  higher 
education  as  well  as  expenses  to 
cover  a  short  orientation  course. 
Since  the  number  of  supplementary 
travel  grants  is  limited,  there  can 
be  no  assurance  of  such  aid  to 
recipients  of  the  above-described 
awards.  Grantees  should  have  funds, 
therefore,  to  pay  their  own  travel 
and  incidental  expenses. 

The  Swedish  Government  is  giv¬ 
ing  three  fellowships  through  the 
Sweden  -  American  Foundation. 
These  awards  arc  administered  in 
the  United  States  by  the  Institute 
of  International  Education  and  the 
American  -  Scandinavian  Founda¬ 
tion.  The  stipends  cover  room,  board, 
and  tuition  expenses  at  a  Swedish 
university.  Candidates  must  pay 
for  their  own  travel. 

Preference  is  given  to  candidates 
under  35.  Other  eligibility  require¬ 
ments  are:  (1)  U.  S.  citizenship; 
(2)  a  bachelor's  degree  from  an 
American  college  or  university  of 
recognized  standing  by  the  time 
of  departure;  (3)  demonstrated 
academic  ability  and  capacity  lor 
Independent  study;  (4)  good  moral 
character,  personality,  and  adapta¬ 
bility;  and  (5)  good  health.
